VERY amateur student oí architec- 
ture will do well to’ secure’ Sir 
Banister Fletcher’s “History of Archi- 
tecture,” of which a sumptuous new 
edition now appears. This work has 
helped a generation to appreciate the 
beauties of fine building and to discern 
the evolution of the building art in both 
monuments of the past and modern 
structures. It now is revised, reset, and 
enriched with new pictures and diagrams, 
and with liberal allusion to new 
examples. 

Some will continue to prefer Ferguson's 
well-known book, which has a .warmer 
literary glow, and, incidentally, deals 
generously with Irish architecture down 
the ages; but Sir Banister Fletcher's 
book goes into technical matters 
with greater detail and cites a far larger 
number of examples. Ferguson’s book 
serves as an introduction; Fletcher's as 
an advanced text book and unrivalled 
work of reference. This edition contains 
over 3,500 illustrations.

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ANTHONY TROLLOPE 
AND IRELAND.

E are of that small but select band 
who were admirers of Anthony 
Trollope before the present “revival”’ 
began. Unlike Sir Charles Oman, we had 
not read every one of his fifty-odd novels, 
but we had read a great many, and we had 
browsed repeatedly in the delightful 
‘* Autobiography,’’ refusing to accept the 
cynical estimate that it was the '' best 
work of fiction’’ he ever wrote. Without 
that “ Autobiography’’ what would Mr. 
Michael Sadleir, in his portly 
mentary,’’-or Mr. Hugh: Walpole in the 
present study, have done? 
It might have been thought that Mr. 
{| Sadleir left nothing to be said about 
Trollope. He left a good deal, and Mr. 
Walpole has said it. Neither biography 
nor essay, his is a full-rounded estimate, 
intimate and critical, of a misunderstood 
author, who came near to being a genius. 
Mr. Walpole does what should have been 
done before; he pays proper respect to 
the Irish novels by which Trollope began 
his career as a writer. It has been said 
by that competent critic, Mr. Chesterton, 
that the whole of Dickens may be seen in 
“ Pickwick’’; Mr. Walpole declares that 
“in ‘The Kellys’ at least every side of 
the later full development of ogg: ig 
art may be found.” As for “The Mac- 
dermots,”’ it is “ almost in the first flight 
of Trollope.” Why then did they fall so 
flat? Mr. Walpole finds the explanation 
in the fact that English readers had been 
taught by those two happy optimists, 
Lover and Lever, to expect something 
loose and humorous about Ireland, and 
were not prepared to take the realism that 
Trollope offered as a true picture of Irish 
life. 
With Mr. Walpole’s criticism of the 
Barsetshire novels we are inclined to part 
company with him, for he—the author of 
“ The Cathedral ’’—does not seem to have 
a full appreciation of the fulness and the 
delicacy of the life that flowed gently 
round Barchester Cathedral, and of the 
faithfulness of Trollope’s description of 
the Church in mid-Victorian days. He is 
undecided what to make of Mrs. Proudie, 
and while admitting that she is sufficient 
of .herself to ensure a comparative 
immortality for any novel, he flatly 
declares that “in. the death of Mrs. 
Proudie I do not believe at all.” We do. 
Tn all his half-hundred stories Trollope 
did nothing better than the scene in whieh 
the Bishop, learning of his wife’s death, 
sinks into his chair before the fire and 
thinks tenderly of the tyrant who had 
dominated his life, and yet had saved him

The authétship is a disputed point. 
Some believe that it was written by 
Walker himself. Whoever it was, how- 
ever—the book’s own suggestion is that it 
was by one who served under the Com- 
modore on every cruise except that which 
ended‘ in the loss of the Boscawen, ““the 
finest privateer in Europe,” at St. Ives— 
it was somebody in close communication 
with him, and may probably have been the 
result of dictation, Two editions of. it 
are known, the first published in 1760-by 
Miller, of the Strand, and in the next in 
1762 by Hunter, of Dublin, Both are 

ractically identieal, and the text now 
ollewed is that of the 1760 edition. 

Even allowing for pardonable exaggera- 
tion—and his captain is a real hero to the 
author—George Walker must have been. a 
remarkable man, and one who probably 
“would have shone as one of England’s 
great sea commanders had fate sent him 
into the Navy. Who he was, in the sense 
of his place of birth and so forth, is not 
known, and neither are there any details 
of his private life. In a way he is a 
mysterious figure, and rather an attractive 
one. Apparently he gained his sea 
knowledge under the Dutch flag—that is, in 
the Navy. of Holland—and his acquaint- 
ance with the fighting trade in engage- 
ments with the Turks. A commander of 
men—and what sea dogs these sailors were ! 
—a seaman and resourceful fighter fo his 
finger tips, a man of parts and person- 
ality, he, like many a sailor, hero and 
otherwise, found the sharks ashore too 
much for him. He tasted the sorrows of 
the debtor’s prison, and he, perhaps the 
most daring privateer captain of his age, 
died in obscurity in 1777, 


It might not be wise to take him and 
the ships he commanded as typical 
examples of how  privateering—the 


harassing of an enemy’s commerce by ships 
of war owned and commissioned by 
merchant adventures and sailing under 
‘Letters of Marque’’—was carried on. 
He stood for the best of it, but there were 
others of a much inferior kind.. As a 
service it was extraordinarily popular with 
officers and men because of the possible big 
rewards from a fortunate cruise. 
+ * a * a” 

Privateering also had the justification 
of history behind it, but both the Navy 
and the Mercantile Marine looked at it 
askance ; the former because its existence 
was evidence of naval weakness, it doing 
what the King’s ships should be doing— 
and would be doing were it not for the 
service being starved at the time. Further- 
more, while the Navy had to use the Press 
Gang to fill up the complement of seamen 
for the King’s ships, the privateers had 
the pick of the best men coming in as 
volunteers. As for the merchant service 


| ships and privateers, the manning question 
was a difficult one to solve with them, and 
as privateering was not the monopoly of 
any one country, the more it was success- 
ful the more enemies Merchant Jack had 
had to encounter, and life as it was with- 
out that complication surely was hard 
enough. 

Many striking’ events are recorded in 
this narrative, but there will be many a 
reader of the book who, in the light of the 
bitterness engendered between nations dur- 
ing the Great War, will fix their attention 
1 on the amenities of life during the middle 
of the eighteenth century, and ask themi- 
selves whether we have really made any 
progress in humanity during the. two 
hundred years whith have elapsed since 
then. On the testimony of this. book 
| we have it’ that the civilian passenger or 
combatant. officer taken prisoner by the 
fortune of war was looked upon almost as 
an honoured guest of the country receiving 
his custody. It would appear, indeed, as 
if the individual people of the countries 
were not at war when their nations were 
at each other’s throats.

THE SKULL OF SWIFT.

R. LESLIE has produced an in- 
genious and excessively morbid book 
which he calls “an extempore exhuma- 
tion.”” It is not a satisfactory study of 
Swift. Something more is needed for 
writing such a study than a misanthropic 
outlook on life and an obsession with 
skulls. (We are confronted with a draw- 
ing of the actual skull on the title page). 
Mr. Leslie never allows us for a moment 
to see Jonathan Swift as a young man 
with not wholly ignoble ambitions, or as 
a defender—in his own peculiar fashion— 
of the weak and oppressed. It is always 
Gulliver among the Houyhnhnms, or when 
his mind has gone. We have everywhere 
the most extreme realism: '“ The Dean 
looked out of his sobbing skull,’’ and he 
sees—or imagines—‘‘the lean-carcassed, 
hollow-faced Prior screaming French,” 
“ Lady Orkney, sunk in fat and wrinkles 
‘with her dra ish squint worthy of the 
Pit,’’ ‘* the Bishops of his time, bestial 
and bibulous,”’ ‘“‘faces whieh resembled 
toads,' and various “ bloated,’’. ‘‘ snivel- 
ing’’ and “‘gorging’’ ‘‘baboons’’ and 
“dull brutes.’’ I haoise of Mr. Leslie’s 
genuine imaginative power in writing, 
one gets tired of this and ceases to be 
appalled or, in any. way, impressed. 
We are not wiser—perhaps, we never 
shall be-—as to the true history of the 
rsonal tragedies which darkened Swift's 


life and tnderstanditig.. Mr. Leslie's

Bigger and Better Schools. 


Already, I understand, the tendency to 
use the "bus as an auxiliary to Irish schools 
is making quite definite headway. In 
Fermanagh there is an officially recognised 
relationship between the Education Com- 
mittee and ‘bus proprietors, and I gather 
that: other Education Committees in 
Northern Ireland are giving close atten- 
tion to the experiment. While the Free; 
State Minister for Education has given no 
indication that his Department is study- 
ing similar transport problems, we ma 
assume that he is aware that several Iris 
"bus companies are issuing tickets at 
specially low rates to pupils in various 
country districts. 

Recently a member of the Irish National 
School Teachers’ Organisation told me that 
he believed the “bus would ultimately 
revolutionise the whole machinery. of 
education by making it possible to 
centralise teaching staffs and equipment, 
and so to get rid of hundredseof single- 
teacher schools, which are not only in- 
efficient, but unhealthy, both for pupils 
and teachers, Now that the ‘bus question 
has been discussed in Professor O’Sulli- 
van’s presence at the Technical Congress, 
it will be interesting to watch develop- 
ments.

THE GREAT CHARTER. 


Yet in this very place, seven hundred 
years ago, the barons compelled the worst 
King England has ever had to sign the 
Great Charter, and the foundations of the 
Constitution of England were made secure. 

On that June day the followers of the 
King and of the great barons camped 
opposite one another, and the peaceful 
meadows echoed to the tramp of mailed 
feet. The barons came, relentless in their 
determination to see justice done. John 
came, seething with impotent fury, beaten, 


helpless, to go home alter the ceremony 


and fling himself down on the floor, 
shaking with rage, biting the rushes that 


| served as a carpet, in the madness of his 


passion. He had deserved all that he got ; 
for ever since he came to the throne 
England had suffered horribly. He fought 
with the barons ; he murdered his nephew ; 
he fought with the French, and he 
quarrelled with the Pope. The Pope placed 
the country under an interdict; “the 
church bells were silent, and the dead lay 
unburied.’ He excommunicated John, 
and the King had the Archdeacon of Noa- 
wich erushed under a cope of lead for 
daring to carry out the order, Not since 
the civi] war in the reign of Stephen, when 
they ‘hanged up men by their thumbs”’ 
as a punishment, and thousands starved 
because of the misery of the war, had 
there been such suffering, simply because 
a tyrant wanted his own way. 

It is small wonder that the barons re- 
belled ; that the great Archbishop, Stephen 
Langton, devoted his life te securing 
liberty for the people, and that the “ army 
of God and Holy Church’ compelled John 
to sign the Great Charter almost at the 
point of the sword. It was signed, and 
a seed was sown that was to bear fruit 
centuries later in lands beyond the rim 
of the then known world—in Australia, 
in South Africa, in Canada, where the 
Red Indians still hunted in the forests: 
in Ireland, where Strongbow and his 
knights had gone only forty years before. 
The barons did not dream of Dominions 
when they stood over John on Charta 
Island. 


TWENTY-FOUR OVER-KINGS. 


The Charter was not, as is sometimes 
imagined, compiled out of the heads of 
the barons. It was based on the laws of 
Edward the Confessor and the Charter of 
Henry I. It combined the tenets of 
feudalism with old Saxon and Danish in- 
stitutions. It was, in fact, a change from 
“unwritten tradition to written legisla- 
fion ”; but it was more than the birth of 
a Constitution. It was the birth of a new 
people, For the first time since the battle 
of Hastings the rift between Norman cou- 
queror and Saxon conquered began to 
narrow. Hitherto the arrogant and hot- 
tempered Normans had despised the slower 
Saxons. ‘May I become an Engiish- 
man !’’ was a Norman imprecation in the 
reign of Richard I., and the resentment 
of the Saxons, bearing their humiliation 
as best they could, smouldered sullenly. 
Against the tyranny of John ce nquered 
and conqueror made common cause. If 
the Charter banefited the Norman /eudal 
lords, it also benefited the Saxon freeman, 
who could not be “seized, dispossessed or 
outlawed, or in any way brought to rnin 
save by the legal judgment of his peers 
or the law of the land.” 

A copy of the Charter was sent to every 
cathedra] in the country, to be read twice 
a year. The copy in Lincoln Cathedral is 
the most perfect in existence to-day, the 
original manuscript having been lost. A 
Council of twenty-four barons was ap- 
pointed to enforce its conditions. “They 
have given me twenty-fdur over-kings,” 
said John bitterly. It was as well that 
they did; for the King tried to evade his 
obligations, and only his death in the 
following year prevented him from doing 
any further damage. 

Many of the conditions of the Charter 
became obsolete with the passing of the 
feudal system, but its importance cannot 
be over-rated, It is due to it that the 
Constitutions of Great Britain and the 
Dominions are what they are, even though 
there may be people in Ottawa and Can- 
berra who never have heard of Runuy- 
mede. Now Runnymede remains—a little, 
half-forgotten island set in the midst of 
the silver Thames,

WAVE OF DISCONTENT. 


Reliance on the unquestioning fealty of 
the Orange Institution is no longer a wise 
policy; for, with the progress of educa- 
tion, people are beginning to think and 
act for themselves, and refuse to be dosed 
with the nostrums which were so effective 
in the past. The spirit of adventure is 
abroad even in the humblest ranks of the 
Unionist camp, and who may say to what 
it will lead? A wave of discontent has 
rolled over the whole province, and the 
electorate will require eareful handling if 
they are to be brought back to their old 
allegiance. 

With so many conflicting interests striv- 
ing for dominance, the pelitical situation 
is rather obscure, and the resting-place of 
the official leaders is not exactly composed 
of roses. More significant than anything 
else, perhaps, is the open mutiny in an 
organisation which has always been noted 
for its unswerving devotion and loyalty te 
the official Unionist programme, no 
matter what it might be. It conveys a 
warning of politieal trouble which it 
would not be wise to ignore. It is of 
interest to note that an old flag carried by 
the Caledon Volunteers to the famous 
Convention in Dungannon in the year 
1782 has just been handed over for safe 
keeping to the Caledon Orangemen, who 
will, no doubt, treasure the emblem under 
which their forefathers marched so long 
ago. 


MENACE OF GAMBLING. 


The betting and gambling fever in 
Belfast seems to be spreading, and the 
Churches have sounded a warning note 
regarding it. Steps are being taken by 
the Genera] TEAS ei to bring the matter 
before the Government, and at the Metho- 
dist Conference, at present being held in 
the eity, the problem came up for con- 
sideration. It was pointed out that 
gambling has beeome a pronounced 
feature of: modern life, millions of money 
being wasted which could be used in pro- 
ductive enterprise. The Rev. E. Benson 
Perkins declared that bookmakers, pro- 
moters of greyhound racing, and others 
engaged in fostering different forms of 
gambling were simply exploiting the com- 
munity and contributing nothing to its 
good. 

Within recent years betting in Belfast 
has made progress worthy of a better 
cause. There are hundreds of betting 
shops in the city where even children may 
back their fancy for a few coppers, and 
there are premises in some of the back 
lanes and entries where crowds of men 
gather and spend the afternoon in a close,

She was 
to have made tue attempt this morning, 
but she did not appear, and, as the wind 
and weather were unfavourable for such a 
venture, it did not much matter. Of 
course swimming circles are interested in 
the subject, but otherwise no one minds 
it to any great extent, as these lonc- 
distance swims nave lost their novelty. 
Still Miss Gleitze must be admired for her 
courage, skill and endurance, and everv- 
one hopes that she will succeed in her 
daring effort. Leeal fishermen are frankly 
sceptical that 16 can be accomplished 
owing to the tides and currents, some of 
which run very strongly, and there are 
also bitterly cold patches in the water 
It is estimated that it will take twenty- 
one hours to swim across, if the swimmer 
can endure that length of time.

SENATE ELECTIONS. 
PROPOSED CHANGE IN 


SYSTEM. 


resident COSGRAVE, moving the second 
yoading of the Constitution (Amendment No. 
6) Bill, explained that it proposed to amend 
‘ve Constitution by deleting the provisions 

w contained in it as to the persons entitled 
to vote at elections to the Seanad, and by 
providing in lieu thereof that the electors 

all be the members of Dail Eireann and 
‘he members of the Seanad voting together, 
and by making consequential amendments as 
to the mode of .voting at such elections. 

Under the present Taw the whole country 
was a single constituency, and at least three 
times the number of persons to be elected 
could ‘be nominated as candidates, In addi- 
tou, should outgoing senators desire it they 
could be included in the list. In consequence 
of that there could be a panel of eighty 
names on the voting paper. 

In order to secure the voting power of each 
elector it might be necessary to mark the 
voling paper up to the 78th preference in the 
case of the 80 persons standing. The imprac- 
ticability of the system was demonstrated at 
ihe last Senate elected, when something less 
than 25 per cent. of the electors voted. The 
svetem was expensive, and wasteful of time 
and material. The Joint Committee recom- 
mended ‘that the existing system was most 
undesirable, and this bill proposed to carry 
out the recommendation oí the Joint Com- 
mittee, 

The bill proposes to delete Article 32 of 
the Constitution. 

TO GLEAR THE AIR. 

After twenty-three minutes had been spent 
in discussing points of order between the 
Speaker and several Fianna Fail deputies, Mr. 
O'HANLON (Ind., Cavan) rose to move the 
rejection of the bill “in order to clear the 
air, 

This caused considerable laughter, and the 
SPEAKER said that it was not a point of 
order. He called upon Mr, de Valera to 
move the amendment, standing in his name. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) said that 
he was quite prepared to give way to Mr. 
O'Hanlon in view of his interesting opening. 
(Laughter, ) 

The SPEAKER said that he was quite pre. 
pared to allow Deputy O’Hanlon to move the 
amendment of Deputy Lemass adjourning 
consideration of the bill for twelve months. 
(More laughter.) 

Mr. DE VALERA then moved his amend. 
ment—‘* That the bill be not further con- 
sidered until a Select Committee of the Dail 
has reported on the advisability of the aboli- 
tion of the Senate.”’ 

MR. DE VALERA’S QUESTION. 

“1 think we ought to ask ourselves,” said 

Mr. do Valera, *‘ whether we want a Second 
Chamber here at all. We are spending some- 
thing like £32,000 a year on the Second 
House. The cost of the allowances of. the 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Senators is 
£23,580, ard the total cost of the Oireachtas 
staff is £31,551. If we allow a fourth of that 
for the Senate it gives us something like 
£7,800, making the total cost of the Senate 
£31,400 a vear. I hold that we cannot afford 
to spend that amount of the people’s money 
without assuring ourselves that we are get- 
ting something very valuable in return. 
“ Are we getting that valuable return from 
the Second Chamber’ The faci that it is 
usual to have Second Chambers in other 
countries is inclined to dull somewhat our 
perceptions on this particular point. The 
fact that other countries have Second Cham 
bers is not a sufficient reason why we should 
continue on the same lines. We ought to be 
able to satisfy ourselves that we are getting 
good value by following such a precedent.’’ 

He referred to the United States’ Senate 
and to the manner of its origin, and pointed 
out that in other countries the Second House 
was associated not with a unitary State, 
but with a federal system. When they con- 
sidered the powers which the Second Cham- 
ber had in the Free State they found that 
it dealt with comparatively minor matters, 
and had only a short suspensory power in 
regard to legislation. 


A GENERAL DESIRE. 

He knew that there was a general desire 
to have a check on the popular House, as 
they all knew how tyrannical majorities 
could be; but experience had proved that 
the Second House had no such check. There 
was not a single case in which the Second 
House had dared to stand up against the 
popular House. The only way that demo 
cracy could work was by ae Oe popular 
assembly constituted in the best possible 
manner, 

If the test of the Oath were removed, and 
all the people of the country were repre 
sented, the minorities would receive, within 
the House, as much protection as they would 
receive from the people outside. It would 
be a reflection of the country in miniature. 
There was no real effective check on the 
majority in a popular House if it was pre 
pared to take the bit within its teeth, and 
say, ‘‘ We represent the majority of the 
people and we are going to use all the powers 
of the State to have our way.” 

He said that they could not keep politics 
out of the selection of the Second Chamber. 
In the long run the men who would be 
elected would be those who had contributed 
to party funds; business men _ representing 
dominant interests whom the Chief Party in 
the State had found useful. The 
have crocked party hacks who would be put 
in there as into a house of rest. Some time 
ago a Labour deputy had stated that if their

wiesout any consideration other than the 
consideration of the public good, 

UNIONIST REPRESENTATION. 

The Senate, he added, was primarily de- 
signed to give the old Unionists large re- 
presentation in the Second House. He ad- 
mitted that if Nationalist Ireland had got 
the settlement it wanted in 1921 it could 
have afforded to be generous with the dis- 
senting minority, but that consideration 
need no longer hold. Everyone knew that 
the section for which those privileges were 
intended was to-day the most influential sec- 
tion in the country. It had the majority 
in the Dail im its hand, as it had the balance 
of power. They had always sown that they 
were well able to protect their own interests, 
and there was no need to give them any 
further privileges. 

While considering the question of the 
Senate they ought to take advantage of the 
fact that there was still time to revise the 
Constitution as a whole in a systematic 
manner. It was unreasonable to be making 
simple changes when a quite different’ situa- 
tion might evolve. He did not think that 
the Senate should be given greater powers 
than it had at present. The power of sus- 
pension of legislation for eighteen months he 
regarded as too long, when it was borne in 
mind that its power could be used by a 
hostile Senate for pure obstruction of the 
work of an Executive to which it might be 
opposed. 

There was no reason why they should have 
a Second House of sixty members. In Aus- 
tralia the Second House consisted of 36 mem- 
bers, and that number should be sufficient 
here, if they were to have a Senate at all. 
Forty was the number originally proposed, 
but it was run up to sixty in order to give 
representation to a certain section of the 
community. The reason for that was tow 
gone. 

PERIOD OF OFFICE. 

The period of twelve years for members 
of the Senate, he considered, was too long, 
and he thought six years would be a more 
reasonable period, or such period as would 


cover the ordinary life of the Dail, 
He thought it would be well that 
there should be continuity im the Senate, 


and that all the members should not go out at 
once. He was prepared not to have election 
to the Senate by the people as a whole, but 
the Dail leaid not, accept the proposition 
that the Senate should get the power to vote 
to reproduce itself, 

Mr. SEAN LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin) 
said that if the House would agree to the 
postponement of the bill for twelve months 
the next election would take place under the 
old system. There had been only one elec- 
tion under the old system, and because a set 
of circumstances combined to make that 
election a fiasco the Government jumped to 
the conclusion that the system of election 
was wrong; that it must be abolished and 
something put in its place. An important 
series of constitutional provisions like these 
would have been given at least a second trial 
by any other Government in any other 
country before they were abolished. 

The President had urged that the present 
system was unworkable because of the un- 
wieldy nature of the panel. Could not the 
panel be reduced by reducing the number of 
Senators’? The Dublin Corporation had been 
reduced from eighty members to three Com- 
missioners. Why not reduce the Senate to 
three members; there would be no difficulty 
about securing the attendance of two-thirds 
of the three members, and they would also 
considerably reduce expense. 

“A PLACE OF REST."’ 

They were told that “the Senate is a place 
or state of rest where discredited politicians 
repose for some time before they go to—well, 
1 will not say where they go to.” (Laughter. ) 

There were clauses in the Constitution 
that he would like to see amended— 
notably those which provided for 
the existence of an external authority in 
‘his country—Section 12, which defined the 
rather mysterious entity called the Oireach- 
tas. The amendment he would suggest to 
that section was obvious. The clause de- 
fined the Oireachtas as being composed of 
the King, the Dail, and the Senate. Why not 
an amendment to delete the words, ‘‘ The 
King.” 

He knew that the Government was pro- 
gressing in the other direction—that their 
policy was contrary to that. The Govern- 
ment was even introducing a bill, which 
would give them power to make the King 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs. It was 
even possible that His Britannic Majesty 
would be sitting on the Government tenches 
before the present session was over, answer- 
ing questions about temporary postmen in 
Donegal and Killarney. 

Surely it was possible, he said, to con- 
vince the House of the advisability of set- 
ting up a Select Committee to consider 
serious amendments, and not such trivial 
and frivolous amendments as were now being 
suggested by the Government. They could 
amend the Constitation by the deletion of 
Article 17 (the Oath of Allegiance), and 
make it a document which the Irish people 
would not be ashamed to read. 

Mr. LEMASS then read the various 
articles in which there is reference to the 
Crown or the representative of the King, 
and said that amendments in respect of these 
articles would raise the national status, and 
he hoped would have the support of, not 
only members of his party, but of a majority 
of members of the House. He hoped they 
would vote for the amendment, setting up a 
Select Committee to consider such amend- 
ments. 

LABOUR PARTY'S ATTITUDE. 


Mr. T. J. O’CONNELL (Lab., 8. Mayo) 
said that his party was opposed to the bill 
entirely, because it proposed to take from the 
people the right to elect members to the 
Senate. The President had said that the 
bill was brought forward because the present 
system of election had been proved a failure. 
He wondered if the President had not some 
other reasons at the back of his mind; 
whether it was not because the right people 
were not elected at the last Senate election. 

If they were to have a Senate at all, he 
agreed with Mr. de Valera to the extent 
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to ‘salen the Constitution the áth start 
at the Article containing Oath of 
Allegiance.

The Bray Urban Council has been dis- 
solved by the Ministry of Local Govern- 


ment. 

On Wednesday two Inspectors of the 
Local Government Department, Dr. R. P. 
McDonnell and Mr. B. I. Meghan, held 
an inquiry at. Bray into allegations of 
extravagant expenditure, lack of co-opera- 
tion amongst officials, and the neglect of 
economy in administration, made in a 
majority resolution of the Council 
directed. 


‘Government Board. 

Within 24 hours of the close of the 
inquiry, intimation was conveyed to the 
Town Clerk that the Council had been 
dissolved, and preparations which were 
being made for the annual urban elections 
were brought to an end. 

THE INQUIRY. 

The evidence given before the Inspectors 
dealt with the high rate in the area, 
which this year is 17s. in the £, the 
‘highest rate, it was stated, of any urban 
authority in the Free State, notwithstand- 
ing that ‘the valuation of property in 
Bray is unusually high. It was stated 
that if the rates provided for the whole of 
the expenditure for the year, the rate, 
instead of being 17s. in the £, should 
amount to 20s. in the £. 

The high rate of wages paid to the 
Council labourers, 54s. 6d. a week, was 
also strongly commented upon, particu- 
larly in view of the fact that the. wages 
paid to the same class of worker in the 
employment of the County Council, who 
worked side by side with the Bray urban 
man, was stated to be 32s. 6d. a week. 

‘These were some of the principal com- 
plaints on which evidence was taken. 
Others dealt with redundant workmen, 
the time spent by officials at lunch, and 
the expenditure of money beyond the 
amount for which the estimates provided. 

ELECTIONS STOPPED. 

Yesterday was the date fixed for the 
handing in of nominations for the forth- 
coming elections, and twenty-two candi- 
dates had been nominated, several of 
whom are the sitting members, ‘including 
Messrs. D. Frame, P. Sexton, John

RESCUE WORK IN 
DUBLIN, 


MAGDALEN ASYLUM 
MEETING. 


Yesterday was Gift Day in connection 
with the Magdalen Asylum, 8 Lower Leeson 
street, Dublin. 

_ Bishop Plunket presided at a meeting held 
in the afternoon, and said that it was a 
privilege to take a small part in support of 
that most useful, if, unfortunately, necessary 
institution. In these days of the multiplica- 
tion of charities in this city it was a relief 
to come into a charity which needed no 
apology for its existence. This was the only 
institution for Protestants in the whole of 
the Free State doing that particular kind of 
work, and for that reason they ought all he 
willing and ready to give it their warmest 
support. 

hat struck him most when he visited 
the place was its ‘‘ homey ” feeling.’ The 
inmates were not treated as members of an 
institute, but they found there a second home 
with all the understanding sympathy they 
needed in their trouble. It was gratifying 
to know that there were such friendly rela- 
tions between the institution and the 
Nursery Rescue Society. 

He wished to sympathise with them in 
the great loss they were sustaining in the 
resignation of their good and worthy hon. 
secretary, Mrs. Booth, whom it had been 
his privilege to know for many years, and 
who had given of her best in the most self- 
sacrificing and devoted spirit. 

An address was delivered by Mrs. Richard- 
son, who spoke of rescue work done in 
Dublin during the fast twenty years. The 
Magdalen Asylum was the oldest Protestant 
institution of its kind in the city. There 
were eight such institutions doing rescue 
work when she came back to Dublin in 
1907, and of those: there were now only two 
left—the Magdalen Asylum and Bethany 
Home. There were several reasons for the 
falling off. One was the more energetic 
action of the Roman Catholic authorities, in 
looking after their own erring sisters. 

She also paid tribute to the work that was 
being done bv the G.F.S., Girl Guides, and 
similar societies, in looking after, educating 
and keeping young women occupied during 
the dangerous years of their lives. As a 
sign of the change for the better she in- 
stanced the fact that when she called the 
previous day at the Westmoreland Hospital 
there was not a single occupant in the Pro- 
testant ward, sad she remembered when 
there were from fifteen to twenty occupants. 


APPEAL TO THE GOVERNMENT. 
Miss Buchanan (Nursery Resctte“and Pro- 
testant Children’s Aid Society) proposed the 
following resolution :— 

“That this meeting of supporters of the 
Magdalen Asylum earnestly appeals to the 
Government of the Free State to introduce 
into the Oireachtas, with as little delay as 
possible, legislation with regard to the un- 
married mother and sexual offences, which 
shall include the following points :— 

“1. That the District Court be given 
power to make affiliation order on the ap- 
plication of the motner. 

‘*2. That the Board of Health have power 
to apply for an order if the mother or child 
are in receipt of public assistance. 

“3. That the age of consent be raised to 
eighteen years. 

‘* 4. That the piew of reasonable belief as 
to age be not allowed. 

**5. That in the trial of these cases the 
juries shall include women.”’ 

Miss Buchanan outlined the work which 
had been done by the League of Nations to 
arouse world-wide interest in and opposition 
to the traffic in women and children. Even 
though the Free State Government, in their 
reply to the League of Nations’ inquiry, were 
able to say that there was no traffic in 


women, and although they did not 
have licensed houses, they knew that 
there were streets in Dublin where they 
had ill-kept hoteis, lodging-houses, and 


dance halls, camouflaged to deceive the police. 
It was not easy to bring these people to 
book, but occasionally they were found’ out, 
and then they had totally inadequate penal- 
ties imposed—-£20 for the first offence, £40 
for the second, or three months in prison, 
She said that as soon as they had set up 
their own Parliament in Northern Ireland, 
it had passed legislation on this matter; and 
they in the Free State should bombard the 
Government until the necessary legislation 
was also passed here. 

Mrs. Booth seconded the motion, which , 
was carried unanimously.

At a special court in Enniskillen, John 
Kennedy, of Whitehill, Springfield, and 
James Irwin, of Portmush. Enniskillen, were 
returned for trial to the Quarter Sessions on 
a charge of inflicting grevious bodily harm 
on Robert Bready, of Donegal, Springfield, 
Tuesday. .

TKe Second’ Rejection. 

Last night the House of Commons 
réjected the ,revised, Prayer-book measure 
by forty-six votes. When the House re- 
jected the original measure, six months 
ago, by thirty-three votes, there was a 
further revision at the hands. of the 
Convocations and the Church Assembly. 
As presented to Parliament on Wed- 
nesday, the _ proposed Prayer-book did 
not banish the practice of Reserva- 
tion, to which the Church of England's 
Protestantism is resolutely hostile. The 
measure provigled, howeyer, ; that, licence: 
for perpetual Reservation should be 
granted only where special cause could 
be .- shown; and the Atchbishop of 
Canterbury gave his: persynal assurance 
that, if the new Book should become the 
law of Church and Realm, the bishups 
would insist that it should receive absolute 
obedience. The. need of . discipline is 
gravely urgent, and the authors of the 
new Prayer-book “asked Parliament, in 
effect, to purchase order at some sacrifice 
of .the Church's traditionally ‘Protestant 
character. In his opening plea for the 
measure the Solicitor-General, Sir Boyd 
Merriman, was quite frank on this point. 
He said that the Book would secure the 
allegiance of most of the clergy, that the 
existing: indiscipline was due not to lack 
of. punitive power, but to lack of reason- 
able elasticity in the Liturgy, amd that 
the ‘proposed elasticity would ‘permit the 
bishops conscientiously to be. discip- 
linarians.' On‘ the other hand, as the 
Solicitor-General admitted, the new Book’s 
“ reasonable ‘elasticity ”“ involved the recog- 
nition of Reservation of the Sacrament, 


‘| which he described as “technically illegal 


under Article 28, “but. not .doctrinally 
wrong.’ In short, he claimed—and. this 
was, indeed, the main case for the new 
Book—that the achievement of comprehen- 
siveness, toleration and loyalty must be 
held, to justify a raid upon the Church's 
constitution..

The Shannon Scheme. 


At Limerick yesterday Dr. T. A. 
McLaughlin, managing director of the 
Shannon Electricity Supply Board, gave 
an interesting address on the Shannon 
scheme.’ He announced that the Shannon 
turbines would be placed under their 
tests in September of next year, and 
that, if all should go well,-electric current 
would be available throughout the whole 
area of. the Free State before the early 


said, proposed to conduct the scheme as a 
purely business ‘‘ proposition.’’ 
to secure the return of all the invested 
capital within a reasonable period of 
time, but it did not look for this return 
from the agricultural consumers. Dr. 
McLaughlin laid much stress on this 
point. The Shannon scheme, in its first 
stages at any rate, would depend for its 
success not on the use of electricity. by 
the farmers, but on the consumption in 
the cities, towns and villages of the Free 
State. Distribution networks would be 
provided in every centre of population, 
and electric current would be brought to 
the consumer’s meter free of all capital 
charge. In regard to the price of current 
to the consumer Dr. McLaughlin was un- 
willing to commit himself. The charges, 
he asserted, wotld ensure the full return 
of every penny of public money that had 
beeh spent on the Shannon scheme. Tlie 
whole undertaking would be self-support- 
ing, not a burden on the taxpayer, and 
current would be sold as a commodity in 
competition with gas and oil fuel. Con- 
sequently, he said, the selling price would 
need to be lower than the price of other 
fuels, but he refrained from the mention 
of a definite figure. In answer to a ques- 
tion, however, he expressed his belief that 
electric current in Dublin’ would be 
cheaper under the Shannon scheme -than 
it is at present: 

The only serious Dr. 
McLaughlin’s speech came from Major 
Rupert Stanley, of Belfast, who said that, 
in his opinion, the Shannon scheme ought 
not to be run as a purely business “' pro- 
position.’’ The capital cost of the scheme 
was in the neighbourhood of £5,000,000; 
and, in order to fulfil Dr. McLaughlin’s 
ideal of a full return of this capital, at 
least £250,000 must be earned per annum. 
In the he doubted if 
current could be sold at a cheap rate. 
Major Stanley suggested that the 
Free State Government should reduce the 
Shannon capital by a mere process ‘of 
writing off” in order to give the 
scheme a better chance of success. He has 
raised an interesting point; but, although 
we recognise that it has much force, we 
agree Dr. McLaughlin that the 
Shannon scheme must pay its way with- 
out. any such expedients. We have said 
from the beginning that we did not 
believe that current from the Shannon, so 
far as the domestic consumer was concerned, 
would prove to be appreciably cheaper 
than current from coal, in view, particu- 
larly, of the very high capital costs of the 
The great virtue of the Shannon 
scheme lies in the prospect of easily 
accessible current for everybody in the 
Free State. The use of electricity in the 
home means something more than cheaper 
light. It means that the population is 
becoming educated in modern methods of 
life ; and, if the Shannon scheme succeeds,

Tourists in Oxford, 


We are so well accustomed to the rivalry 
of pleasure resorts in the endeavour to 
attract tourists that it is somewhat sur- 
prising to read of a place which would: 
be glad to keep the tourists away. A 
writer in Isis complains that visitors to 
Oxford “are boorish in the extreme.’’ He 
declares that some 80 per cent. of the 
travellers arriving in the city have no 
connection either with it or with the 
university. They are mere sightseers, 
who drop the usual tripper’s débris 
about the pleasant places once. sacred 
to the Muses, and they destroy the 
amenities that nourish scholarship. 
The writer contends that such visitors 
ought to be taxed. At the gates’ of 
all colleges a small fee could be levied, 
and a larger impost could. be imposed on 
the ‘‘ parking’’ of chars-a-bancs. A fund 
thus would be accumulated which could 
be handed over to the Oxford Preservation 
Trust. “It does not seem unreasonable 
that those who so very blatantly appreciate 
the beauties of Oxford shoyld bear part 
of the expense of their preservation.”

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THE MOST. REV. DR. GAUGHRAN. 

The unexpected news that the Most Rev. 
Dr. Laurence. Gaughran, .Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Meath, had died early yesterday 
morving at the Palace, Mullingar, came. as 
a: shock to the clergy and ple of bis 
diocesé. Although he was»,eighty-five years 
of age, Dr. Gaughran possessed remarkable 
energy. Death may be said to have found 
him in the midst of duty. During the past 
three -months-he had administered Confirma- 
tion in many parts. of the diocese. Op. Sun- 
day last he took part in the Eucharistic 
procession at - Mullingar, and yesterday he 
was to have administered Confirmation at 
Mount Nugent. 

Born in ‘Lobinstown, County Meath, Dr. 
Gauvghran was educated ‘at Maynooth. He 
was ordained in 1868, and from 1872‘to 1877 
he was a professor at St. Finian’s College. 
On Sunday last" Me celebrated _ the 
diamond jubilee of. his — priesthood, 
and during about one-third of his 
ministerial career he _had been .a bishop 
having succeeded Dr. Gaffney in 1906. He 
had n Administrator of Mullingar from 
1877 to 1885. In the latter year he became 
pastor of Kells, and: in 1894 Vicar-General 
of Meath, his appointment ‘as Domestic’ Pre- 
late to the Pope being made in 1805. 

Dr. Gaughran was ‘an eloquent preacher. 
He was noted for his charity. and tolerance, 
and throughout his diocese. he sought to 
foster g relations between: his people and 
those of other faiths.. Keenly interested in 
education, he was an ardent advocate of the 
Irish language. One subject that he 
eschewed was politics. His interest in 
ministerial and diocesan affairs was whole- 
hearted, and to these, together with the wel- 


- fare of his people, he devoted all his sa: 
or 


The farmer had in him a special friend, 

he placed agricultural development and home 
industries in the forefront of: the nation’s 
interests. 


MRS. PANKHURST. 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the noted leader 
of the militant suffragist movement, died in 
London yesterday, aged sixty-eight years. 
The, daughter of Mr. Robert ~Goulden, an 
enthusiastic agitator for. the abolition of the 
slave trade, she was married when twenty-one 
years of age to Dr. Pankhurst, a lawyer, who 
enjoyed the friendship of John Stuart Mill. 
Dr, Pankhurst: was a member of the: com- 
mittee for promoting the Married Women’s 
Property Bill. and. many of the provisions of 
the Act of 1882 were the results of his labours. 

Mrs. Pankhurst for many years .was an 
energetic worker for the Libera] Party, but 
in 1892,-on the founding of the Independent 
Labour Party, she found a new outlet. for 
her energi¢s. She returned to Manchester, 
and was elected a Poor Law Guardian. — It 
was not until 1905, however, that her name 
became generally known throughout the 
country. With her daughter, Christabel, she 
founded the Women’s Social and Political Union. 
The Conservative Government went out 
of office. in. 1905,.a Liberal. Administra- 
tion . succeeded, . and -— there followed 
a period of turmoil, stayed only by 
the coming of the Great War. It arose over 
a deputation of women going to the House 
of Commons to demand. the vote. : ‘Several 
were imprisoned for breaches of the law: The 
efiect on the rank and file was electrical. 
When the Women’s Social and Political Union 
failed to be sufficiently militant, other 
organisations were founded. 

Some, however, thought that larger issues 
than the vote were involved, and.the Women’s 
Freedom League was founded. This, in turn, 
had .its adherents, who were ready with 
militant methods. Holloway Prison’ had 
never been so full efore. There 
were remissions of portions oí sentences, 
In: order that the cells might be 
opened for other militant suffragists. Cabinet 
Ministers and others. were publicly horse- 
whipped, thé contents of letter boxes were 
destroyed,. windows were smashed, and build- 
“ings were burned. 

IMPRISONMENT. 

The leaders of this agitation at first. were 
sentenced to short: terms: of imprisonment, 
but the ‘struggle continued, and women. went 
on hunger strike in jail.. Then the Home 
Secretary was confronted with a difficult 
situation, and- to meet it an Act of- Parlia- 
ment was passed which enabled delinquents 
to complete their sentences by instalments. 
The “Cat-and-Mouse ” Act’ was put upon 
the Statute Book, and under it women were 
liberated within a few days of their sentence 
to be re-arrested when their physical ies 
were sufficiently restored. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was several times arrested, 
imprisoned, and released under the “' Cat 
and Mouse Act,” byt at last the seriousness 
of the offences committed by the militant 
suffragists called for severer punishment. For 
her last offence she was ordered penal servi- 
tude. Again there was a release, but there 
was no return to prison. The war had come, 
and the militant suffragists rallied to the 
support of the. country and the Government. 
Mrs. Pankhurst went afterwards to America. 
At the time of her death she was Conserva- 
tive candidate for Whitechapel.

The House of Commons to-night, rejecte:] 
the new Prayer-book measure by 266 votes 
to 220. Towards the end of the debate it 
became manifest that the interest had 
shifted from the debate to the vita! 
decision -which the House’ was asked to 
take. The Attorney-General, who con- 
cluded the debate for the Opposition, was 
listened to with nothing like the attention 
which his arguments would have received 
at an earlier hour, and even the Prime 
Minister, who followed, failed to evoke 
much enthusiasm. The crowded House, 
in fact, waited with ill-concealed 
patience for the moment when, the two 
days’ stream of oratory over, they would 
be free to record their votes and decide, 
perhaps finally, the fate of a Book which 
has aroused one of the fiercest con- 
troversies of modern times. At eleven 
o'clock precisely Mr. Baldwin sat down. 
and the Speaker put the motion. To judge 
from the shouts of “ Ayes ” and '“ Noes,”’ 
the latter seemed the greater in volume, 
ut all doubt on the matter was settled 

hen the Opposition tellers, Sir John 

nnefather and Mr. Hayes, were seen to 
take their position to the right of the 
table. Cheers at once broke out, and were 
renewed when the Speaker announced the 
figures, showing that the majority of 55 
against the measure last December had 
been increased by thirteen. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and the other 
prelates waited till the end; and then, 
after the declaration of the figures, 
valked quietly from the House.

Police Methods. 


The Savidge inquiry, on the ,conclusion 
of its sittings, has been much discussed 
at Westminster, and it has been frequently 
observed that the inquiry has shown that 
there is urgent need for the promised 
second, and more general, inquiry into 
police methods. The promise made by the 
Home Secretary in this connection has 
been rather overshadowed by recent de 
velopments, but steps are to be taken to 
press for an early fulfilment. In_ the 
meantime a number of police regulations 
have been already reviewed and in some 
instances changed. One of the most im 
portant aiterations is that an officer. inter 
viewing a woman at her home must be 
accompanied by another officer. Several 
other changes are contemplated, but it 1 
unlikely that action will be taken unt?! 
the report of the Savidze tribunal has 
been published. 


L. M. & S. Improvements. 
The London, Midland and Secottisn 


Railway is spending great sums of money 
in order that it may cope with the steadily 
mereasing growth of business to the ports 
on the West coast of England. Holvhead 
Harbour, Barrow and (;rangemouth Docks 
have been equipped with modern loading 
and unloading appliances, and schemes fo 
improvements at other ports are under 
consideration. The ports of Garston an 
Fleetwood are being considerably altered 
and improved, and Fleetwood. which now 
ranks fourth among the fishing ports of 
Great Britain, will. when the prop sed 
scheme has been carr.ed out, be second to 
none in equipment and convenience. With 
the transference of the Belfast passenger 
and. mail service from Fleetwood to

Emigrants to Canada, 


The Canadian Department of Immigra 
tion, in accordance with the recommenda 
tions of the House of Commons Immigra 
tion Committee relating to the medt- 
fication of the present system of examina 
tion of British emigrants to Canada by a 
roster of Canadian doctors stationed in 
Great Britain, has decided’ to appoint 45 
British doctors to assist in the work of 
inspection, under the supervision of the 
Canadian medical staff in Great Britain. 
The British doctors will be appointed 
mostly in comparatively isolated rural! 
districts, such as Corrwall. parts. of 
Wales, the Hebrides and the Highlands 
of Scotland, the intention being to give 
prospective emigrants readier access to 
medical inspection before they proceed to 
the ports of embarkation. New regula 
tions will also be issued facilitating the 
task of the prospective emigrant with re- 
gard to passport pictures and other re 
quirements. A group picture of an 
emigrating family, for instance, will be 
accepted instead of individual photo- 
graphs. The chief Canadian medical 
officer in Great Britain, Dr. Jeffs, has 
“been instructed to survey the whole situa- 
tion, and, wherever a British doctor is 
required, to make a selection. 


A Barge sa Pace. 


Between twenty and thirty Thames 
sailing barges took part to-day in a 
race from Gravesend to the Mouse Light- 
ship, at the mouth of the Thames, and 
back, a distance of about sixty miles.

MR. CHURCHILL'S 
STANDPOINT, 


THE CHURCH’S RIGHTS. 


Mr. Churchill said that he desired to ap- 
proach the examination of the subject from a 
more secular angle than that which had 
actuated most of the speeches. Personally, 
he did not like the new Book. On purely 


tures it contained from old-fashioned, archaic 
wording to which they had all been accus- 
tomed from childhood, especially in the 
Marriage Service. (Laughter.) But he would 
not for a moment take the responsibility of 
rejecting the whole measure because of these 
dislikes 

Qn the last occasion he abstained from 
voting. Like most other members, he had 
had no guidance from his constituents, who 
were divided on the question. Therefore he 
had to examine the matter in the light of a 
hew, and, to some extent, unforeseen situa- 
tion, and of its potential consequences. A 
great. religious community asked, by the 
recognised means of corporate expression. 
for. a wider interpretation oí its freedom in 
spiritual matters. Parliament would assume 
@ most vigilant air, and cast its most jealous 
eye on Anything in the hature of repressive or 
restrictive measures; but when the demand 
was only for a wider measure of freedom 
and for an additional alternative form of 
worship, then undoubtedly the onus of proof 
rested on those who invited the House to 
reject the demand. ({(Cheers.} To refuse a 
réligious community wider latitude in 
spiritual matters was a very objectionable 
step for any modern Legislature to take, and 
appeared to be contrary ‘to the spirit of 
religious toleration. 

OBJECTIONS NOT PROVED. 

As a member of Parliament he felt bound 
to accept the corporate expression of the wish 
of the Church of England. Only overwhelm- 
ing reasons could justify their frustrating 
that constitutionally expressed desire, and he 
did not think that the objections were 
proved. There was no truth in the sugges- 
tion that we were in the presence of an in- 
tending reversion of the Church to Roman 
Catholicism, In the absence of overwhelming 
reasons, the case against the denial of wider 
spiritual freedom held the field. He was 
sceptical of the power of the House to en- 
force its will in spiritual matters on anyone. 
The State in the present. age could not con- 
trol the Church in spiritual matters, it could 
only divorce it. The refusal of the widest 
liberties which were how asked for would 
mean the separation of Church and State in 
the English realm, and he did not feel that 
the regrettable features of the Book were im- 
portant enough to justify so precipitate and 
far-reaching a decision. 

Parliament should use its constitutional 
rights with toleration, if only because their 
violent assertion might render them obsolete. 
The results of the vote must either way be 
unfortunate. If the Book were rejec the 
bishops, clergy and Church Assembly, who 
alone could’ give the Church spiritual guid- 
ance, would be repudiated by the House. 
There. would be a state of no law in the 
Church and incteasing divergénce of p¥actice. 
The rejection of the measure would inaugu- 
rate a period of chaos which would only be 
corrected by diséstablishment. I would like, 
he concluded, to see the English people make 
a further effort to work together for the sake 
of preserving these English institutions which 
have largely formed the nation, and which 
are ancient because they have been flexible. 


DIVERGENT VIEWS. 

The Rev. J. Barr (Labour, Motherwell) 
opposed the measure. He contended ‘that a 
State Church must keep to the terms of its 
Charter, 

Mr. Lansbury (Labour, Bow and Bromley), 
speaking as “a rather heterodox member of 
the Church oí England,” supported the 
measure, as representing the constitutional 
expressed wish, both of clergy and laity. 

Mr. “Rentoul (Conservative, Lowestoft), 
who abstained from voting last December, 
said that he was opposed to the Book. 

Mr. Dunnico (Labour, Consett), considered 
that there was no departure from the prin- 
ciples of the Reformation in the revised Book. 
There was no agreement among opponents of 
the Book as to what* was controversial and 
what was not controversial. Reservation 
was not, in inception, a Roman practice, I 
hope, he said, that this will be the last occa- 
sion when the House of Commons will be 
called upon to discuss spiritual and doc- 
trinal matters. I hope-that some steps will 
be taken to relieve the Church from submit- 
ting these matters to the discussion of the 
House, which, with all due respect, is not 
really competent to discuss them. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’'S OPPOSITION. 
Sir Thomas Inskip (Attorney-General) did 
not agree with the hope that the House 
would not in future discuss such matters. !f 
character depended on religion, Parliament 
could not do better than sometimes discuss 
these oe - If the Book were rejected 
it would not be due to hostility to religion, 
but rather the result of a genuine passion 
for the faith of the nation. e was not im- 
ressed by the cries that rejection would 
ead to disestablishment or chaos. On the 
other hand, he did not see how the new Book 
could act as a producer of peace. Its curious 
merit seemed to be, that, instead of 
offending one section of the Church, 
it offended two. (Laughter and cheers.) 
A large number of priests practised. reserva- 
tion with adoration, and it was said that 
they would give up adoration if reservation 
was made legal. Was it likely that a bargain 
so unreal would have any character of per- 
manence? With regard to the reservation 
practised during the war, was it right to 
eal] upon the Church to alter its doctrines 
because of something done under stress ‘of 
the war? Once they began religious changes 
they did not know where they would stop. 
The Book would make a momentous change. 
He expressed the view that it would have 
been possible to get a measure through 
Parliament if perpetual reservation had been 
excluded, and he said that he and the Home 
Secretary and the Lord Chancellor had made 
overtures to the Archbishop of Canterbury in 
that direction.

It is only when the Charch has lost her 
elasticity and her sympathy, and when she 
Is coming, as Churches do from time to time, 
under the dominant influence of . those—I 
I won't say fanatics—but those who would 
exclude all others who do not see eye to eye 
with themselves—~it has been only at those 
times that disaster has come to the Church. 
It was at times like these that the Church 
lost Wesley and Newman, prosecuted Colenso 
and the Modernists of his time, and insti- 
tuted those prosecutions under the Public 
Worship Regulation Act, that provided the 
greatest stimulus to ritualism in the Church 
of England that the Church has ever had. 

THE TWO STREAMS. 

The Church had -never been without her 
saints, drawn indifferently from both ‘those 
streams. Within our lifetime, if. ever there 
were saints, Edward King, Bishop of Lin- 
coln, and ®ishop Chavasse represented those 
two streams. I want those two streams to 
go on. I want to see Lord Hugh Cecil and 
the Home Secretary representing them in 
the Church of England. We have heard a 
great deal about the lack of discipline in the 
Church, and great stress has been laid upon 
it. I do not think that anyone has tried to 
make..1t.clear to the, House what the origin 
of this lack oí discipline is, 

It. is difficult for those who are not 
members’ Of the “Church of “England 
to realise that, so far as the law 
js concerned, “you make no changes 
in the contents of the Prayer-book. 
The difficulty is almost insuperable of choos- 
ing and selecting: a particular illegal act 
against which the authorities of the Church 
will try And act. This position has arisen, 

ause in a constantly. changing~“world;-and 
under ordinary conditions, the Ghurch has 
been bound hand and foot to a Prayer-book 
dating from_ 1662. 

What is the position of the ordinary »par- 
sdn—someone who is doing the kind of work 
Mr. Sheppard is doing at St. Martin’s-in-the- 
Fields? All the work he is doing. is illegal. 
What a man like-thinded to him wants is a 
Prayer-book drawn up more.in accord with 
the time we live in—in the spirit of the 
age in which we live—a morning and evening 
prayer shorter and more flexible than it is 
at present. In the new Service in the new 
Book you have the possjbility of that sort 
of reform, and you are allowed, for the first 
time in the history of the Church of 
England, the use of what has always been 
regarded as a great privilege to every Non- 
conformist Church extempore prayer. You 
are also allowed to use special Collects and 
special prayers, provided and authorised by 
the Bishops. The whole work which has 
been done on the Deposited Book is a work 
of liberalising, nature, and makes the book 
more adapted to the times in which we live. 


THE NEW SPIRIT. 

There are three instances of the New Tes- 
tament spirit as opposed to the Old Testa- 
ment- spirit, which permeates the Book, I 
refer particularly to the Service for the 
public baptism. of infants.. 1 know myself 
how many parents feel pained at the phrase 
which our ancestors wére accustomed to, and 
which caused no pain in them—‘‘ for as much 
as all men were conceived and born in sin.’’ 
The new Service rums : “Seeing that all. men! 
are, from their births, prone to sin,’* from 
which none of us will disagree. Other 
instances occur in the Burial Ser- 
vice, and in the Ordination Service. 
In the old Service the bishop says to the 
ordained— Do you unfeignedly believe in the 
Canonical Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments?’ The words are now added— 
‘As given by God, and conveyed to us in 
many parts and divers manners in the revela. 
tion of Himself, which is fulfilled in Our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” I have read these few expres- 
sions, as they are typical and characteristic of 
the emendations throughout the Book, show- 
ing that the one object of this Book is to 
make it more suited and adapted to this 
generation than the existing Book, however 
sacred it may be to us, 

All these advantages are to: go—(Cries of 
“ No, no'')—if the measure is defeated. 
because there remains the question of reserva- 
tion, of which so much has been said during 
this debate. And when I say that for one 
thing alone, and that on which no party is 
united, the rest of this work of twenty years 
is to be sacrificed, I cannot fail to remember 
how history repeats. itself. 

EXAMPLE FROM FROUDE. 

I will follow the example of Lord Hugh 
Cecil and give one more extract from Mr. 
Froude, ——“ In 1545. Henry VIII. issued a 
general proclamation that certain prayers of 
Morning and Evening Service, and in the 
Service for the Burial of the Dead, all in 
English, should be used in all churches and 
chapels in place of the Breviary. Ultra- 
Protestants and ultra-Catholics di roved of 
it."" Froude’s comment was—* surest 
testimony to a wise and modest measure is 
the disapproval of fanatics of all kinds.”

i LONDON, Thuraday. 
Westminster Abbey was in its brightest 
and most festal array this morning in hononr 


&; of the motherhood of the Empire, when there 


was a choral Communion Service as part oí 
the Conference week ceremonies oí the 
Mothers’ Unions The Dean of the Abbey, 
Dr. Foxley Norris, who takes a great interest 
in the movement, had given instructions that 
everything possible to add to the importance 
of the occasjon should be done. 

The Communion Table bore a number of 
pieces of rich gold plate. The Dean and his 
assistant ministers wore the splendid crimson 
copes first used at the Coronation of pa 

ward: These are richly adorned wit 
Tudor roses worked in gold, and appear only 
on occasions of importance. The banner pre- 
sented to the Abbey by the Mothers’ Union 
on the occasion of the Jubilee celebrations 
last year had a place of honour to the right 
of the sanctuary. The music was given by 
the Abbey choir, wearing their scarlet 
cassocks, with the white Elizabethen rufts 
and lawn supplies. 

Some thousands of members of the Union 
attended the Service, and were seated in the 
transepts and under the lantern. The leaders 
of the. Union were present in force, and 
noticed the President for Ireland and several 
other leaders from that side seated in the 
choirs. The Service was severely plain, apart 
from the music, and marked by the intense 
devotion always witnessed at these festival 
Services of the Union. 

THE SERMON. 

The sermon was preached by the Bishop of 
Colombo, who took as a subject the story of 
Salome, the mother of the sons of Zebedee. 
He expressed his deep sympathy with the 
noble ideals of the Union, and testified to the 
great work it was doing in Ceylon. He 
warned the members of the Union, however, 
that they must not permit themselves to be 
influenced by externalism, which induced 
spiritual poverty; for it was $6 easy in these 
ays to be distracted. by external things, 
which. really did not ‘matter and let pass 
the things that did, count.” There was 
nothing ‘greater that the mothers of the 
Empire could do than to send their children 
out into the world as Christians. 

During the Service the Dean asked that the 
congregation would pray for a right issue to 
the debate taking place in the House of 
Commons to-day, and for a blessing on the 
world-wide work of. the Mothers’ Union with 
its half-million members. There were wiany 
communicants at the Nervice, most of them 
mothers, who had come long distances to 
attend the conference meeting. 


MEETING OF DELEGATES. 


At the outset of the mass meeting of 
delegates to the Mothers’ Union Conference 
held in. the Central Hall; Westminster, 
prayers were offered “in sympathy with the 
parents of the boy who was killed by the 
collapse of thé roof of the entrance hal! there 
yesterday. Wooden supports were in use to- 
day propping up the. corridor ceilings, and 
several policemen were on duty, in case of a 
recurrence of the accident. 

The Central President of the Union, Mrs, 
H. W. Boustead, presided at both the after- 
noon and evening meeting, this being almost 
her first appearance since the accident whicn 
broke her leg. Using crutches for support 
and resting against a specially-constructed 
chair, Mrs. Boustead made an impassioned 
speech, in which she appealed to the Mothers’ 
Union to continue to stand four square to the 
defence of Christian marriage. 

The ideals, objects, and hopes of our great 
Union are built upon the sanctity of the 
marriage vow, which makes an unbreakable 
union of one man and one woman, until 
death do them part, she said. We seek to 
further the love of husband and children, 
and to keep the blessing of Christian home 
life inviolate and concrete, leaving no loop- 
hole f r the enemy in the walls, inspired and 
held together by thousands of our members 
during the past 52 years. At the same time 
I wonder if we are wide enough awake to 
the lowering estimate of the marriage bond, 
for current opinion is now giving such an 
easy welcome to divorce. 

The Mothers’ Union, she add has been 
asked by the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
others to inquire why our ehurches are 
emptier. 

THE BISHOP OF SOUTHAMPTON. 

The Bshop of Southamptou apologised for 
his early departure. from the meeting, 
because of his anxiety to listen to the 
debates on the Prayer-book in the 
House of Commons. owever, I do not 
wish it to be said that the Mothers’ Union 
Conference of 1928 has suffered because we 
were revising our Prayer-book, he said. 
The Christian mother and father represent 
God to their children, and a holy marriage 
is typical of the relation between Christ and 
his Church, just as earthly parenthood re- 
senibles the relation between the children of 
Ged and their father. 

Mrs, Hubert Barclay, the ex-Gentral Pre-

industry and on the farm. No human 
muscle should do the work that a machine 
can, do, and an electric. motor can be got to 
do practically any work that human muscles 
do. Profit and wages depend. on ontput. 
The man who uses a machine can command 
higher output, and consequently earns more. 
The technical schools of the future will, I 
hope, not only teach the boys the use of the 
muscle, but primarily the use of machines. 

The housewife must also be taught the 
economic uses of electrictiy in the home, and 
for guidance and example on all these things 
the towns and villages can look to the tech- 
nical schools. The equipment of the trade 
and domestic classes in the schools should 
be of the most modern electric type, and the 
boys and girls of all trades and classes should 
be taught the rudimentary applications and 
uses of electricity. In any move in this 
direction the Electricity Su ply Board can be 
trusted to give every possible help. . 

HOUSE WORK DRUDGERY. 

The Rev. Father McCarthy, Skibbereen, 
who opened the discussion, regretted that 
Dr. McLaughlin could not give definite in- 
formation as to what the cost of the elec- 
tricity to the consumer was going to be. As 
far as he could see they would not be able 
to get it as cheaply as in Denmark and 
Norway and Swedén. The Shannon develop- 
ment was a grand schene; a bold scheme. 
It would have been justified, if only as a 
gamble, to see whether it could be done. 
The use of electricity in the homes of the 
land would certainly take away the stigma 
of drudgery atfached to domestic service. 
He had every hope that one result would 
be to remove from the vocabulary of Irish 
life the two words, servant girl. Be- 
cause of the stigma unfortunately attached 
to those two words domestic service was 
the last occupation which a girl would take 
up as a means of making a living. That 
should not be, for domestic service was the 
highest form of service besides being an 
apprenticeship, a preparation for the man- 
agement. of her own home; the indispensable 
role for every woman, Electricity would do 
away with the drudgery of house work, and 
should replace the term servant girl by that 
of house assistant. 

He knew that it was a very difficult thing 
to get new ideas into the farming population 
of this country. The technical teachers 
throughout the country could do a great deal 
by showing how the use of electricity would 
be for the advantage of everyone. 


ELECTRICITY FOR COOKING. 

Mrs, T. M. Kettle, Rathmines, said that 
she was an enthusiast for the use of electri- 
city in the home. She had heard it stated 
that on the matter of cost an ordinary 30 
watt lamp at sixpence a unit would give 
light for six minutes for the cost of one 
ordinary match. She was altogether for 
electricity for cooking. 

THE SCHEME CRITICISED, 

Major Stanley, Director of Education, Bel- 
fast, who said that he had been an engineer 
for many years, made some criticisms of the 
scheme, and gave some information acquired 
by him as Chairman of the Commission of 
Inquiry into the power resources of Northern 
Ireland. The advantages of a large electrical 
power scheme ' were quite obvious for a 
country with a large number of small and 
scattered industries requiring a separate 
power unit. Many people are inclined to be 
too optimistic’ about the results of cheap 
electrical power in the matter of doing away 
with unemployment and _ trade depression. 
The present Fa of the industrial north- 
east coast of England proved that such a 
belief was not justified. It was also a fallacy 
that electricity produced by water power 
would necessarily be ch The cost of the 
coal used in the Belfast electricity plant was 
less than one-sixth of a penny per unit; and 
even if the coal: were got for nothing the 
reduction of the cost to the consumer would 
be only a small fraction of a penny. 

The Commission found that the main items 
in the cost of electricity were the capital 
charges and the expenses of distribution. They 
could get cheaper electricity only by keeping 
down the capital charges, and by increasing 
the load factor to at least fifty per cent. 

Dr.. McLaughlin had just told them that 
the Shannon scheme was going to be a busi- 
ness proposition, and that the Government 
would require to get interest and sinking fund 
on that five millions, about £250, a year. 
He (Major Stanley) calculated that, with the 
full output of the partial development scheme, 
the charge would have to be something like 
85 per kilowatt, as compared with £2 12s. 6d, 
in Belfast. He was afraid that the country 
was going to be disappointed if that was the 
way the Shannon scheme was going to be run. 

THE CAPITAL CHARGES. 

He doubted whether it was a good business 
proposition to make the income from the 
supply pay the capital charges. He was 
wondering if it would not pay the State to 
reduce the capital charges a little, to forgive 
a portion of the first cost. 

BRIGHTER TOWNS. 

Mr. George Fletcher said that he was 
persuaded that the Shannon electricity would 
change the whole face of the country. 

Mr. McWilliam, Pembroke, asked Dr. 
McLaughlin would the board undertake to 
supply current in Dublin on a basis no less 
advantageous to the consumers than at 
present. 

Mr. Con. O'Neill, South Tipperary, wel- 
comed the scheme as a thing that would take 
out of life in the farmers’ home and work 
on the farm all the drudgery which was the 
principal factor in driving people from the 
land in Ireland, | 

Other delegates expressed approval of the 
scheme, mainly from the point of view of its 
effect on the rural life of the country. 


DR, McLAUGHLIN’S REPLY. 

Dr. McLaughlin, in the course of his reply, 
said that the supplying of electricity ‘to a 
certain class of consumer in Belfast was not 
comparable with the conception of the 
Shannon scheme, To try to compare them 
was to base an argument on a fallacy. The 
Belfast .16 of a penny as the cost of coal 
alone was an enormous item when they took 
into account the expenses of maintenance, 
repairs, labour and other outgoings in a coal 
station. The fundamental idea behind the 
Shannon scheme was to generate electricity 
from home sources, carry it to the towns and 
villages, and sell it there cheaper than an 
other form of energy. He fully agreed with 
Mr. Fletcher that from the Shannon new in- 
dustries would grow in the country towns. 
He fully believed that not only would small 
industries be developed, but large industries 
th created. ' 

plying to Mr. M‘William’s query 
said” We have not a shadow Fun Youre 
but we will be able to supply electricity in 
Dublin much cheaper than it is being gene- 
rated there."’

An action was heard in which Henry Allen, 
draper, of High street, Trim, Co. Meath, 
sought. to dissolve the partnership whieh 
exis between himself and his brother, 
Robert, also a draper, of the same address, 

and to have a receiver appointed. 

The defendant, Robert Allen, in his defence, 
stated that there was no necessity for the 
appointment of a receiver, as he had been 
carrying on business since January, 1927, and 
was willing to account. By way of counter- 
claim, be further stated that in the year 1924 
certain moneys were paid into the account of 
the firm by way of compensation for the 
destruction of the premises and stock in trade 
in September, 1920, and that these had not 
been accounted for by the plaintiff. 

Mr. LVockrell, K.C., and Mr. Sainsbury 
(instructed by Mr. Thomas Noonan) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Dickie, K.C., and 
Mr. M. J. Ryan (instructed by Messrs. 
Michael S .Bergin and Son) for the defendant. 
Pressing for an immediate sale of the 
business, Mr. Dockrell said that the two 
brothers could not possibly agree, and the 
goodwill of the business was suffering in 
consequence. They carried on business as 
Grapers and outfitters at. Trim, Co. Meath, 
under a verbal agreement of partnership 
entered into in 1906, The business was started 
with a capital of £175, which was brought in 
by the plaintiff. Things prospered until 1920, 
when the entire premises and stock were 
destroyed by the “Black and Tans.” An 
application for compensation was made, and 
subsequently the brothers were awarded the 
sum of £11,411. They continued to trade 
after that, and later they appeared to be 
unable tc agree. The Alenlent went away 
from the brsiness for about four years, from 
1920 to 1924, and it was rather unusual for 
a partner to fe away. and start. a business 
in the City of Dublin. The assets consisted 
of the shop and premises. in High street, 
Trim, and two other houses in the same 
street. The stock was valued at £2.770,. and 
the hook dehts would balance the liabilities. 
The good-wili was worth anything from £1,000 
to £2,000. and it would he in the interest of 
bhoth parties that the business should be 
dissolved. 

Mr. Dockrell added that Ke would ask his 
lordship to order an immediate sale and the 
money be brought into court.. He pressed for 
the appointment of a receiver. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—It might be useful 
to carry on the business for, a while. 

Mr. Doekrell said that ultimately there 
must be a sale. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that it seemed 
to him that ‘there was verv little between 
the parties. If he referred the matter to 
the Examiner to appoint a receiver and 
manager of the business, the two of them 
eould go hefore the Examiner and submit the 
names. The receiver and manager would then 
be appointed, and would carry on the ‘business 
pending the taking of the accounts.
